For Adams County Editor Who

ALONG THE WAV 
(J. Harvey Neely, in the York 
Springs Comet) 
“Have you had a ride in the 
new Ford car?” is a question 
asked wherever motorists as­ 
sembled for a chat. 
Fourteen 
years ago I gave Bob Bell, of 
Gettysburg, his first flivver ride 
and one day recently he took me 
for a spin in his new FY>rd coupe 
of the latest creation. 
It is a 
remarkable piece of machinery 
and ran as smooth as a sailboat 
in a quiet hay, but lacked the 
thrill I had in my first car, a 
Ford in 1913. 
In the summer of 1913 our 
family riding and driving horse 
had an incurable attack of spinal 
meningitis and was turned over 
to a rifle squad for execution. It 
was then my thoughts turned to 
investigate one of 
the 
new 
contraptions called, automobiles^ 
The wise crackers had said that 
these machines would never be a 
success, but by that time a num­ 
ber of people had risked buying 
the pesky things and were run­ 
ning them. 
Upon the advice of 
a friend and to accommodate 
the size cd* my pocketbook, I de­ 
cided to invest in a second hand 
or what is called a ‘‘used car.” 
In the late fall I noticed that O. 
Y\ W atts, a Millersburg jeweler, 
had a 1911 Ford touring car ad­ 
vertised in a Harrisburg paper. 
By letter I made arrangement to 
go to that town and look over 
the machine. 
Joe Lerew ac­ 
companied me and while neither 
one of us had ever driven a fliv­ 
ver he knew something of ma­ 
chinery. 
Mr. W atts took us 
for 
a 
demonstration 
and 
I 
bought the machine for $325. It 
was about 4 o’clock of a Decem­ 
ber afternoon when we started 
for home with Joe at the wheel 
after a few instructions 
from 
the former owner. 
We arrived 
safely at H arrisburg about 5:30 
and our lights not working 
a 
(carbide tank went along) 
we 
headed for the 
Ford 
garage 
which was just beyond the sub­ 
way on Market street. 
At that 
hour there was only a couple of 
cars moving on the streets, and 
we easily gained the garage ex­ 
cept that when Joe attempted to 
run into the building a woman 
ran in front of the car and nar­ 
rowly escaped being hit. 
Here 
we found Willis Harbold, a Ber­ 
mudian boy in charge, who fixed 
our lights and drove our ma­ 
chine 
to the 
Market 
street 
bridge. We arrived home safe­ 
ly an hour and a half after leav­ 
ing Harrisburg. 
What fun I 
had with that car. Never again 
will I receive such a thrill as this 
humble luxury brought me. 
It 
was unmistakably, unbelieveab- 
ly my own. 
The next morning 
I walked around the shiny old 
Ford with a clean dust cloth iii 
my hand and a proud ownership 
in my glance. 
I 
learned 
to 
know at first hand all about the 
little roller and spring 
in 
the 
commutator, the use of a little 
file in sharpening the point of 
the coils, what to do when they 
got wet and how to jack up the 
rear wheel and crank the car on 
a frosty morning and what man 
ever reached the {joint where 
there was nothing to add to his 
Ford? 
The addition of a foot 
throttle, a mirror, a dingus here 
and there. 
To millions it was 
t he sole extravagance of a life 
otherwise drab and colorless. 
The new Ford is a remarkable 
piece of machinery, but it is not 
a Ford because the Ford was an 
educational 
institution as well 
as a machine. 
The old Ford, 
the old black, cantakerous, ob­ 
stinate, 
spluttering 
F o r d , 
brought wisdom to many fools 
and made wise men go raving, 
tearing mad.
